R uss R t'ply 
C anada’s disclosure of an atom 
spy ring had ‘ticklish diplomatic 
ram ifications with R ussia’s angry 
protest against the dominion’s an­ 
nouncem ent of the news without 
prior consultation with Moscow with 
a view toward correcting the situ­ 
ation. 
Though adm itting that the soviet 
m ilitary attache had received atom ­ 
ic 
inform ation 
from 
Canadians, 
Moscow said the data was of a m i­ 
nor nature and the recipient official 
had been recalled when it learned of 
his activities. It was hinted that do­ 
m inion’s action was calculated to 
im pair Russian prestige at a tim e 
when the Reds were advancing the 
cause of independence for subject 
people in the United Nations organ­ 
ization.

In discussing the atomic inform a­ 
tion its m ilitary attache received, 
Moscow declared that it consisted of 
data already compiled by Russian 
scientists or included in a book by 
Dr, Henryr Dewolfe Smyth of Amer­ 
ica. 
A consultant to the arm y on 
m anufacture of the A-bomb, Smyth 
detailed atom ic developments from 
the 1920s through the war, but omit­ 
ted vital figures in the formula for 
producing the necessary m aterials.

Continued, costly political rioting 
I in Egypt and India pointed up the 
t pressing problem s facing postwar 
British diplomacy in the preserva­ 
tion of im portant m ilitary and eco­ 
nomic outposts in the far-flung em ­ 
pire. 
Led by student agitators, crying 
for retirem ent of British troops from 
strategic coastal bases and the re­ 
joining of Sudan with the Egyptian 
government, mobs storm ed through 
Cairo, sm ashing windows, desecrat­ 
ing Christian churches and attack­ 
ing m ilitary barracks. 
Known for 
his strong inclination to order, new 
Prem ier Sidky Pasha, while pro­ 
fessing sym pathy with national as­ 
pirations, threatened to use an iron 
hand in restoring calm . 
In India, mobs took the m utiny of 
native im perial seam en as an oc­ 
casion of wild rioting, looting shops, 
burning busses and street cars and 
destructive stoning. In rebelling in 
a num ber of royal naval installa­ 
tions, the Indian sailors charged 
discrim ination in demobilization and 
pay allowances and fought pitched 
battles with British forces seeking 
to regain seized positions. 
Meanwhile, Foreign M inister Bav­ 
in told commons in a review of the 
international situation; “I am not 
prepared to sacrifice the British em ­ 
pire because I know that if the 
British em pire fell the greatest col­ 
lection of free nations would go into 
the limbo of the past. , . .”
